Next as a hunter pawing 
the ground, with ears erect, and snorting, 
till off to the fall cry of the hounds. Next in 
harness as a post-horse, aged and fatigued, with 
bent knees and declining head. Then in de- 
crepitade, drawing a sand-cart, with his head 
down, his lips dropped, enduring harsh treat- 
ment, till he finally drops and dies. You saw 
him stretched out with angular projecting 
bones, his bare ribs, and his galled hide, on 














the point of being carted off to the knacker’s, 
when a magician comes and, hey presto ! raises 
the poor beast to life and vigor—the sleek, 
spirited, high-mettled racer once again !

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THE OBJECT OF THE DRAMA. 

Tuer Drama has hitherto been at war with 
the pulpit. It must be owned, also, in former 
times, plays were freqnently at variance with 
morality. In the days of Charles the second, 
and even previous to his reign, there were 
plays that no manager would now think of 
acting. However, thanks to exterior decency, 
society has banished the grossly profligate. I 
question if the lowest music-halls, or penny- 
** gaffis,’—if the very public-houses and casi- 
nos could parallel the utterances that were 
common enough at one period of history. 

The object of the Drama, however, should 
not be the merely decent, with a little fun, or 
a little wit, or anything short of the highest 
capability of art. The Drama is one of the 
fine arts ; music and painting should not be 







































































ahead of it. It should seek at least to refx 
our taste, purify our manners, ridicule th 
bad, exalt the soul, and, while amusing th 
mind, it should appeal to noblest feeling. 

To do justice to Macready, he was th 
manager who most honestly attempted to raiy 
the character of the stage. It is true thatly 
failed to a certain extent, so did Charles Kean, 
so did Phelps; but they were not neglected, 
they were not despised. The best acting, j 
the best plays, will always have some attra.

THE DRAMA IN HOLLAND. 


Durcu dramatists, and authors in general 
aised’ in that extraordinary country, have been 
yled heavy, dull, and phlegmatic compilers, 
ithout taste, spirit, or genius; genuine descend- 
nts of the ancient Bootians. This censure is 
erhans unjust, for genius is independent of 
tuation; that they are devoid of taste may be 
Imitted—Vondel, called the Dutch Shakespeare, 
.d regarded by them as A®schylus, Sophocles 

d Euripides rolled into one, has a strange 
pfective taste; the poet knew none of these 

iginals ; the greater part of his tragedies is 
rawn from the Scriptures ; all badly chosen and 
xecuted. In his ‘* Deliverance of the Children 
f Israel” the principal character is the Divinity! 
in his ‘Jerusalem Destroyed” the Angel Gabriel 

a tedious, prolix declaimer. In his * Iucifer” 
his Angel Gabriel falls in love in a spooney 

shion with Eve, and it is for her he causes the 
ebellion of the evil angels, and the fall of man. 
oor Vondel kept a hosier’s shop, which he left 
p the care of his wife, while he indulged his 
oetic genius. His stocking-shop failed, and his 
wems produced him more chagrin than glory, 
pt in Holland a patriotic poet, if a bankrupt,would 
eaccounted amadman.

Schubert’s “ Ahasuerus,” or ‘The Fall of 
Haman,” is avother favourite play with the 
denizens of this land of ‘“canaux, canards, et 
canailles,” as Voltaire styles it. Inthe triumphal 
entry the Batavian Mordecai is mounted on ¢ 
genuine Flanders mare, who quietly receives hei 
applause with a lumpish majesty resembling her 
rider. 

None of their works, in short, barring their 
paintings, dykes and canals, are above mediocrity, 
if we except the cathedrals of the middle ages.

Mr Pennington is not Macready, is not Phelps, 
is not, at present, Ryder, in point of intelligence 
and executive power, Itis possible, however, 
if he will try to be less coarse and like a 
countryman, he will one day be the equal of 
Ryder; and if that measure of praise should 
seem to him niggardly, let it be remembered 
that Ryder 1s a good actor of the old school, not 
inferior to G. Bennet. The play was fairly 
acted on the whole, and Albert, the second 
character in the piece, was certainly well per- 
formed. Let us hope that Mr Douglass, the 
most enterprising of men, will give us more of 
the true drama,—Yours, &c., BETA.
